AN ACT increasing an appropriation from the general fund of the state to the depart-

ment of social services for group homes and child welfare foster care.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Acts of the Sixty-fifth General Assembly, 1973 Ses-
sion, chapter one hundred five (105), section one (1), subsection ten
(10), is amended to read as follows:

10. Contractual Services—other, including group homes, and child
welfare foster care ... $2,750,000 $2;760;000 3,750,000

SeEc. 2. It is the intent of the general assembly that the funds
appropriated for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1974 pursuant to Acts
of the Sixty-fifth General Assembly, 1973 Session, chapter one hundred
five (105), section one (1), subsection ten (10), as amended, are suffi-
cient to standardize child welfare foster care payments under the juris-
diction of the department of social services and that these payments
shall be made totally from state and federal funds.

There is appropriated from the general fund of the
state for the fiscal biennium beginning July 1, 1973 and ending June 30,
1975 to the department of social services, the following amounts, or so
much thereof as may be necessary, to be used in the manner desig-

nated.
